S HE late unhappy Differen- 
IT 3 ces in the Family of Mr. Na- 
2 1% thamel Oade of Gravel Lane, 
85888 5 Potter, having made ſo much 
noiſe not only in this City, 

but perhaps in all parts of the Nation; 
and yet 9 little underſtood, that very 
few, if any beſide the Perſons concern'd 
on both ſides, are throughly appris d of 
the Riſe and Progreſs of that Aﬀair ; In 
order therefore to obviate the various 
falſe Reports as well as the many mali- 
cious and ſcandalous Reflections that are 
handed about by wicked and deſigning 
People, as alſo by others, who by their, 
Suggeſtions have been impos'd upon, yy 
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ſo have ignorantly done great Injury to 
the Family, it is thought convenient to 
confute the one, and convince the other, 
by publiſhing this Narrative, being a 
bare Relation of Matters of Fact. 


To begin therefore from the Original 
of all theſe unhappy Diviſions. They 
were firſt occaſion d by a ſtrict Intimacy 
which Nath. Oade Senior contracted a- 
bout the Year 1699, with one Thomas 
Bott, whom he had entertain'd at that 
time as his Clerk, allowing him a Salary 
of about 4ol. per Annum. This Perſon, 
tho' one of a very ſcandalous Character, 
had ſo far inſinuated himſelf into the 
Favour of the ſaid Nathaniel Oade, ſen. 
that he led him into many Inconveni- 


ences ; whilſt he himſelf made it his Bu- 


ſineſs to embezzle ſo much of his Maſ- 
ſter's Caſh and Commodities, as enabled 
him to maintain three Lewd Women, a 


fine Horſe and Chaiſe, with a Brace of 


Greyhounds; which juſtly caus'd a ſtrong 
Suſpicion of the Fraud of the ſaid Tho. 
Bott, becauſe he was taken into the Bu- 
ſineſs from being Stoker to a Glaſs houſe, 


and in extream neceſſitous Circumſtan- 


ces: Yet to put the Matter . 5 
Queſtion, Nat h. Oade diſcover'd in Bott's 
Abſence, 
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' Abſence, by the chance coming of a 


Cuſtomer to pay him ſome Money, that 
ſeveral parcels of Goods had been deli- 
vered by Bott, without being enter'd ; 
and ſeveral Sums of Money paid, which 


had never been brought to account for 
the Space of ſix Months. But notwiths 
2 ſtanding this palpable Diſcovery, Bott 
had gain'd ſuch an Aſcendant over Nath. 
Z Oaae, that he ſtill continued him in his 


Service and Favour for the Space of Ele- 


ven Years, till he was accidentally kill'd 
by a Kick of his Horſe driving in his 
2 Chaiſe, and thereby his Frauds and Vil- 
2 lanies brought to a Period, which had 
for ever lain conceal'd from the Family 
of the Oagde's and the World, had not 
= Tho. Oade, Nath. Oade's Eldeſt Son, diſ- 
> cover'd them after his Death; who then 
+ ſearching the Books detected ſeveral no- 
; torious Embezzlements to a very great 
have been ſunk, which twas impoſſible 
to find; but may well be ſuppos'd to be 
very conſiderable, ſince the Trade at that 


Sum, beſides what ready Money might 


time conſiſted chiefly in ready Money, 


and it can be prov'd, that Bott made 
Offers of lending a large Sum to one 


Thomas Davis, and that in Specie ; but 
B 2 was 
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was prevented by Davis's Death, before 


the time appointed to receive it, 


Notwithſtanding which, Nath. Oade 
having been allured by Bott's Conver- 
ſation into a Gang of lewd Company, 
that had been the Aſſociates of his De- 
bauchery, he was ſo link d with them, 
as to be drawn into an Engagement to 
a Creditor of one of the Women kept 
by Tho. Bott, to pay the Debts ſhe had 
contracted, which he was oblig'd to diſ- 
charge after Bott's Deceaſe. 


This ſort of Converſation and very 
unaccountable way of Living created 
great Uneaſineſs between Nath. Oade 
and his Wife; inſomuch that when ſhe 
hath taken occaſion to reſent it, he in 
his Drink and Paſſion would often beat 
her ſo very unreaſonably, that ſhe hath 
been drove to the Neceſſity of calling to 
her Family and Servants for Aſſiſtance, 


and ſometimes very near reduc'd to the 


Extremity of crying out Murther to the 
Neighbours : Theſe raſh and inhuman 
Proceedings at length made her Life ſo 
uneaſy, that ſhe deſir'd a Separation, and 


choſe rather to accept of ſo ſmall a Pit- 


tance as 15 l. per Annum, than to un- 
| 1 dergq i 


re 
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dergo ſuch Hardſhips and Abuſes; yet 
by the Mediation of ſeveral Friends, 
and bis Aſſurances to her of better uſage 
for the future, ſhe was prevail'd upon to 
defiſt from this Deſign, and ſo that Mat- 
ter was brought to an Accommodation. 
And, as an Earneſt of his Affection and 
Reconciliation to his Wife, (which was 
indeed only an Inſinuation to gain her 
over to join with him in the Ruin of 
his Sons, whom he mortally hated for 
their Diſcovery of Bott's Frauds, and his 
unparallell'd Generoſity to his Favou- 
rites) he for the preſent makes over to 
her an Eſtate of 5ol. per Annum, with 
a Promiſe of doing mighry things for 
her at his Death, which ſo prevail'd up- 
on the too unwary and covetous Tem- 
per of the Mother, for whoſe Eaſe and 
Quiet the Sons had always expreſsd a moſt 
tender Concern, and on that account 
increas'd their Father's Diſpleaſure, that 
ſhe now join'd with him againſt all their 
Children. Tho' they were now grown 
up to Years of Maturity, and employ'd 
in their Father's Trade, which by their 
Care and Induſtry they encreas'd in an 
extraordinary manner, yet had they ne- 
vertheleſs no Proviſion made for them; 


not being allow'd ſo much as Cloaths

or Neceſſaries either equal to their Fa- 
ther's Ability, or to common Decency ; 
not one of them being allow'd a Penny 
for their Pockets, except the Eldeſt Son 
Tho. Oade, whole Allowance was ſtinted 
to 25. and 64. per Week. This Nar- 
rowneſs of Circumſtances in which the 
Sons were kept, beſides the great Hard- 
ſn ips they fuffer'd under the Severity and 
uncommon Peeviſhneſs of their Father's 
Temper, by frequent and moſt unmer- 
ciful Beatings, calling them unheard of 
Names, and uſing fuch horrid Language, 
(the Repetition of which would be of- 
fenſive to the modeſt Reader) reduc'd 
the Sons to very great Extremities ; but 
eſpecially Nath. Oade jun. who had been 
bound to his Father as his Apprentice, 
and had ſuffer d many Hardſhips under 
him, was ſo uneaſy, that he choſe rather 
to go to Sea for his Livelyhood, which 
he did accordingly : But the other three 
Sons applying themſelves to Friends and 
Neighbours, their Father was by their 
frequent Sollicitations at length perſwa- 
ded to allow them 65 l. per Ann. among 
them for Cloaths, Neceſſaries, Expences, 
c. Thus the Sons began to live a lit- 
tle more comfortably, and the Trade 
was ſettled very advantagiouſly, * all 

their

their Aﬀairs ſeem'd in a vey pare 
Condition, and ſo continu'd for about 
one Year. 


But about that time the Sons being 


inform'd that they had a conſiderable 
Legacy left them by their Grandfather, 
= which was put into the Hands of their 
Father to be paid them when at Age, 
with lawful Intereſt, (tho' they were 1g- 
norant what the Sum was) they obtain- 
ed leave of their Father to ſet up a lit- 
2 tle Buſineſs for themſelves, to ſell Glaſs, 
White Ware, (5c. for which purpole 
their Father granted them the Ule of an 
empty out Room, of which they made 
a Warehouſe, and furniſh'd them with 
a ſmall Parcel of Money; But that was 
paid them fo unwillingly, and by ſuch. 


little Sums at a time, that it very much 


+ leflen'd the Advantage it might have 


been to them. Tho), even then, by In- 
duſtry and Care they made a conſider- 


able Improvement of the ſmall Sums 
they receivd. And finding their Trade 


increaſe, and Buſineſs growing, but 
themſelves ſtraiten'd for Room, atter 
much Intreaty they engag'd their Father 
to grant them two more Rooms which 
ſtood empty, one of which had former-

ly been a Pidgeon-houſe, the whole ya- 
lue of which did not amount to four 
Pound Annually ; and thus purſuing 
their own Buſineſs, and at the ſame time 
attending their Father's with equal Di- 
ligence, and the Trades entirely depend- 
ing upon one another, they mutually en- 
creas d each other. This continued for 
about a Year and a half, when the Sons 
finding themſelves for want of ready 
Money a little cramp'd in Stock, and 
being then inform'd that the Legacy 
left them by their Grandfather amounted 
to 55 l. each, (tho' their Father had in- 
ſmuated it was no more than 281.) they 
deſir d ſome particular Friends to ſpeak 
to him to let them have the whole Sum, 
that they might thereby enlarge their 
Stock, and make the Buſineſs more ge- 
neral ; but this Deſire, tho' made in the 
moſt modeſt and dutiful Manner, and 
remonſtrated to him by Friends in the 
moſt tender and rational Terms, ſo pro- 
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vok'd the Father, that he reſolv'd not 


only to turn the Sons out of his Buſineſs, 
but out of their own allo; purpoſing 
to have it managd by Servants and 
Strangers, and to puſh his three Sons 


out of Doors, and Monopolize the whole

The Sons bore with this as long as 
poſſible, but — the deſtructive 
Conſequences of thele unwarrantable 
and uncommon Proceedings, they were 
again reduc'd to the Neceſſity of apply- 
ing to Friends; whoſe Remonſtrances 
occaſion'd him to deſiſt from that Prac- 
tice for a ſhort time; but in three 
Months time he grew weary of bein 
Civil and Fatherlike, and to follow the 
old Method of drawing Caſh out of 
the Stock, deſigning indeed to Ruin not 
his Sons only and the Trade, but rather 
than not accompliſh his baſe Intention, 


'Y himſelf allo; telling the Sons with the 


utmoſt Paſhon and Malice, that By the 
help of the L1IV ING GOD met one of

It will now be neceſſary to acquaint 
the Reader with all the Advantages and 
Conveniences accruing to Father and 
Sons by their Joint-Trading. The Cuſ- 
tomers of the one were equally ſo to 
the other; the Goods of one would

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pack up in the other; and ſo great 


Charges in Carriage were ſav'd, and 
Poſtage of Letters, in as much as Orders 
for Goods could both be convey'd un- 
der one Cover at the ſame charge, and 
the two Buſineſſes ſo mutually depended 
upon each other, and were ſo great a 
Help and Improvement one to the other, 
beſides the double Charge which other- 
wile could not be avoided by paying and 
entruſting Strangers, 4s Clerks and Ser- 
vants in their Father's Buſineſs, that I 
doubt not but that it will be allow'd, 


that nothing but a moſt inveterate and 


confirm'd Hatred, or a ſtupid and infatua- 
ted Temper, could put it into the 
Thoughts of any Perſon whatever, tho' 
even a Stranger to thoſe concern'd with 


him to part with ſuch Beneficial Aſſiſtants, 


at the {ſame time having been ſo far from 
diſcovering or even ſuſpecting any Fraud 
in them, that it can be eaſily prov'd, 
that their Mother, who ſtill join'd with 
their Father in thus oppreſſing their Sons, 
declard privately to a Neighbour one 
Martha Davis: I hat it was not any Un- 
dutifullneſs or want of Care or Conduct 
that made her and their Father ſo uneaſy 
with them, but only becauſe their Trade was 
fo great, and they were ſo likely to * 
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their Money, that they fear d they would 
grow too Rich; or Words to that effect. 
However, not being ſufficiently provided 
with Matter enough to palliate this bar- 
barous Deſign to the World, he procures 
an Acquaintance with one John Brown- 
ing, a Fellow not long before diſcharg'd 
out of Newgate, where he had been con- 
fin'd above Two Years, whether for his 
Honeſty or no, I leave the Reader to 
judge; but whoſe Character is ſo famous, 
that it is preſum'd (notwithſtanding his 
confirm'd Aſſurance) he will hardly ven- 
ture to defend it. This hopeful Aſſiſtant, 
by the Help of Benjamin Oade before 
mention'd, and Matth. Jones, a Perſon 
who being a Pot-Compamon with the {aid 
Nath. Oade, had ſo far taken Example 
by him, as to ourdo him in his common 
Practice of drinking at the Tavern, and 
then abuſing his Family. Theſe three 
matchleſs Counſellors, by the Aſſiſtance 


of KHebecca. Halſey their Mother's Siſter, 
2 prevail'd upon the Humour of the Fa- 
ther, alas! too apt for ſuch Impreſſions, 

* to abule the Sons in a worſe degree than 


ever; inſomuch, that though they now 
liv'd in the World with great Repute in 
their Station, yet he beat them barba- 
rouſly before the Servants, at the ſame 
time

as Rogue, Dog, Raſcal; and often repeat- 
ing, That Boys and Dogs would overrun

to do in order to provoke them to

ſo ſignal an Advantage againſt them as 
might impoſe a falſe Gloſs upon the 
World, with rgſpe& to his unnatural

to apprehend his Lite was in danger, and 
fo that Night procur'd a Watch to ſit up 
till Morning, being the zoth of Decem- 
ber ; when the Father, accompany'd with 
Matth. Jones, one Benj. Jenkins a Chim- 
3 by Trade, and a great and 
inſeparable Companion of the {aid Nath. 
Oade, together with the foreſaid Mob, 
to the Number of Forty or more, all 
arm'd with Staves, Clubs, Ge. came 
and took Poſſeſſion of the Sons Rooms, 
ſeiz'd their Goods, with upwards of 200. 
in Caſh, in Species and Bills, either 
Bank or other, hanging Padlocks on the 
Doors, and fo concluded to keep full 
Poſſe ſſion: But the eldeſt Son, Thomas 
Oade, finding this, knock'd them off a- 
gain, and he with his Brother William 
went into their own Chamber, and 
lock'd themſelves in: Upon this, the Fa- 
ther call'd his aforeſaid Mob about him, 
reſolving to force out his Sons; and the 
moſt active and vigorous amongſt them, 
the aforeſaid Matth. Jones, came with the 
Mob, and demanded of them to open 
the Doors, and to appear before Juſtice 
Lade, which they refuſing, they imme- 
diately procur'd a Warrant from the ſaid 
© _—qultice, 
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Juſtice, on the Oath of Griffith Williams 
a Labourer, who us'd to work with the 
ſaid Nath. Oade, and one Thomas Betts, 
a Perſon ſince employ'd by the Father as 
a Clerk, and entruſted by him to keep 
the Books and collect his Debts, who by 
the way has lately abſconded himſelf 
with a conſiderable Sum of Money, both 
which A. Oade never expects to ſee again. 
However, theſe Perſons being appointed 
to {wear againſt the Sons, at the Requeſt 
of the Father, before a Juſtice (who, all 
the, World are ſufficiently ſatisfy'd, had, 
till that Time, been far from being a 
Friend to Mr. Oade, there having been 
remarkable and inveterate Differences 
between them about both Elections and 
{elect Veſtries; for which Reaſon ſome 
have not ſcrupl'd to ſay, that the Juſtice 
laid hold of this as the with'd for Oppor- 


tunity given him, to Revenge himſelf 


on the whole Family, by ſeemingly join- 
ing with the Father againſt the Sons ; and 
lo ſtirring up the Flame, he might have 
the Opportunity of quenching it his own 
Way, wiz. By ruining both Parties, and 
lo for ever prevent any Oppoſition from 
them, with reſpect to Elections for the 
future; but this being only Suppoſition, 
we ſhall leave that to the Reader, and 

D 2 only 
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only refer to Matters of Fact, which 
will hereaſter ſucceed in the Treatiſe be- 
fore him) they ſwore to ſuch Purpoſe, 
that Mr. Thomas and Mr. Joſeph Oade 
were both bound over to the Quarter 
Seſſions. 1 
After the Father had thus far gain'd 
his point, he hir'd a Guard of Soldiers 
to watch the Rooms all that Night and 
next Day, with particular Orders to 
ſhoot all the Sons if they ſhould attempt 
to come near them, or take either their 
Money or Goods ; and to encourage 
them in this black and unnatural Tranſ- 
action, allow'd them Six Shillings each 
for Twenty four Hours, beſides what 
Quantities of Wine, Beer, Brandy, To- 
bacco, (5c. they pleas'd to call for; with 
which they entertain'd a profligate Crew 
of Wretches, during the whole time ; 
among whom for ſome reaſon or other 
was Mr. Matth. Fones, whom we have 
had occaſion to mention before. This 
all will allow muſt cauſe Uneaſinefs in 
the Sons; and finding now, that their 
Father's Outrage was grown fo great, 
and his Malice againſt them ſo confirm'd, 
that they had no way left to right them- 
ſelve:, but to have recourſe to pub- 
lick Juſtice ; they thereupon apply'd » 
the

the Right Honourable the Lord Parker, 
then Lord Chief Juſtice, who was pleas'd 
to ſend his Tipſtaff for the Father, to 
ſhow cauſe for thus unwarrantably abu- 
ſing his Sons, and for thoſe forcible means 
he had made uſe of in bringing Perſons 
in a riotous and diſorderly manner to de- 
ſtroy their Goods, and to ruin them with- 
out any pretence of either Law or Rea» 
ſon. The Father accordingly appear'd, 
accompanied with Benjamin Jenin, and 
Griffith Williams ; the former of which, 
as has been already obſerv'd, is a Chim- 
ney-Sweeper, but 10 great a Companion 
| of Mr. Oagdes, and ſo much in his Eſteem, 
| that he conſulted with the ſaid Chimney- 
: Sweeper, whether or no he ſhould re- 


1 ceive the Summons from my Lord Chief q 
. Juſtice's Tipſtaff. Theſe two Perſons 1 
; made Oath, that the Sons came attend- 1 
r ed with a large and unruly number of 1 
D Soldiers, after his Lordſhip's Tipſtaff 3 
8 had ſerved the Sammons, attempting to ? 
n take poſſeſſion of the Houle by Violence 
ir and Force of Arms; which the Sons 
quickly confuted, proving before his 
A Lordſhip by ſeveral Witneſſes, that they 
3 indeed came again to deſire Entrance, 
"a but it was in ſo modeſt a manner, and 
o done with ſo much Caution and Fear of 


giving 
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giving the leaſt Umbrage, that they came 
only one at a time, none offering to go 
till the other had been refus d: Thus be- 
ing detected in this vile Practice, and ſo 
miſſing their Aim, the Father made his 
Affirmation; That his Sons took upon 
them to reprove him for his ill Conduct; 
that they made uſe of his Tea, Sugar, 
&c. without his Leave; that they alſo 
flighted his * and Friends, 
(meaning the Chimney - Sweeper, &c. 
, whole Characters have been already epi- 
tomiz d) and for that Reaſon pleaded the 
Neceſſity of uſing them as he had done: 
Upon which my Lord was pleas'd to en- 
ire of him, if he had ever refus'd them 
the Liberty of uſing what was his; he 
anſwer' d, Tes. He farther enquir'd, if 
ever they had wrong'd him, or embez- 
zell'd his Goods, or ſquander'd away his 
Money, or run him any way in Debt ; 
to all which he anſwer d, No. His Lord- 
ſhip was then pleas'd farther to ask him, 
if he had ever given them any thing to 
begin the World with; to which he like- 
wiſe anſwer'd in the Negative. This 
odd way of proceeding his Lordſhip 
thought ſo unreaſonable, that he was 
leas'd to ſay, He had accis'd his Sons of 
Trifle only; that as to denying them the 
R Uſe 
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Uſe of the Houſe of 41. 10s. per Annum; 
which might be ſo Adwantageous to them, 
and even a Benefit to himſelf, it was very 
unlike a FATHER, Who had the Intereſt 
of his Children at Heart; that for his own 
Part, he declar'd, it would be the joy of his 
Heart, and he thought of every honeſt Man's, 
to ſee his Children ſucceed in the World ; but 
as for Mr. Oade, he had made himſelf both 
Judge and Jury in this Affair, as Well as 
Executioner, which his Lordſhip ſaid was 
more than any other Perſon could, or at leaſt 
ought to pretend to do; for by thus acting 
inconſiderately, he had broken the Laws of 
the Land, and ought to ſuffer accordingly: 
But the Caſe being of ſo tender a Nature, 
as a Difference between a Parent and Chil- 
dren, he was willing to be favourable and 
conſiderate, and therefore advis'd them to 
reſer the Matter to Arbitration, tho, had 
the Caſe —_— between Strangers, he 
would, as he (My. Oade Senior) really 
deſerv'd, infallibly have committed him. 
Notwithſtanding which the Father made 
fome ſcruple at this Method of compri- 
miſing the Difference, urging, that it was 
unreaſonable he ſhould come under Bonds 
to his Children. Upon this Perverſeneſs, 
my Lord waspleas'd to tell him, That he 
had been unjuſt to his Sons, and his Deſign 

to 
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to turn them out was not only prejudicial 
to them, but equally ſo to himſelf ; and that 
whoſoever advis'd him to proceed in ſuch a 
manner, were CoxcoMBs; and that if 
he ſtudied his own Intereſt, it ought rather 
to be a Reaſon to continue them on the Pre- 
miſes, and therefore recommended it to ſome 
Perſons there preſent to bring the Matter to 
a Keference: Who conſented to it; yet 
ſtill the Father ſeeming loath to comply, 
his Lordſhip aftur'd him, That if he re- 
fusd this Method of accommodating the 
Aair in hand, he had a Pow ER, and 
ſhould be obliged to make uſe of it; for he 
found him wexatiouſly given, and a Man 
of a peeviſh and perverſe Temper ; and the 
more he ſpoke, the more he expor d himſelf, 
and all who heard him muſt hike him much 
the worſe. By this means he was pre- 
vail'd upon to allow of an Arbitration, 
and Bonds of 5 l. were enter'd into 
upon that Affair; and the Sons chu— 
ſing John Knight, Senior, of Grace-Churcb- 
Street, and Samuel Walter of Thames 
Street ; the Father pitch'd upon Joſ. Co- 
ventry of Gravel-Lane, and John Halſcy 
of Newgate-Market, a Relation of the 
Mother's, and a great Cuſtomer to Sam. 
Walter ; for which Reaſon the Latter had 
not perhaps the Priveledge of acting and 
; judging

judging ſo freely, as he otherwiſe might 
have done, had he not been engag' d 
with People, who had ſuch an Influence 
over him, that he wanted preſence of 
Mind to act as became an impartial Man, 
and as was reaſonable in ſuch a Caſe. 
However theſe Arbitrators being agreed 
upon, they were by the Inſtigation of 
the Father perſuaded to ſettle their place 
of Meeting at the Crown Tavern on 
Ludgate Hill ; which place he pitch'd up- 


on, becauſe his old Friend and Attorney, 


John Browning, being then a Priſoner 
in the Fleet, could not be among them 
in any place farther off : At this place fo 
convenient for the purpoſe, they fre- 
quently met, till attended not only by 
the Father, and the aforeſaid John Brown- 
ing, but alſo Matt. Jones, Benj. Oake, 
and the reſt of the Gang, where the Fa- 
ther conſtantly took the Opportunity of 
treating the Arbitrators, and the Perſons 
aforeſaid, and poſſeſſing them with what 
he thought moſt for his purpoſe, at the 
ſame time denying the Sons any manner 
of Acceſs to them, except once, or ſo 
much as Liberty to tell their own Tale. 
By theſe underhand and clandeſtine Prac- 
tices the Arbitrators were prevail'd upon 
to allot the Father to turn out the Sons 
| E from 
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from all their Buſineſs, and to deliver 
them in Six Months, at fix ſeveral times, 
Goods to the Value of 180 l. without 
allowing them one Farthing for the 
Charge they had been at with their Siſ- 
ter, of whom the Father was, without 
the leaſt Provocation, full as careleſs, as 
of any of the reſt of his Children ; and 
to whom indeed he allow'd 171. per ann. 
tor Board, but no Money, nor Cloaths 
neceſſary for a Year and half, after he 
had turn'd her out of Doors by Force, 
and oblig'd her to live at Ipſwich, ſo 
that thoſe Charges were upon the Sons : 
Nay, ſo barbarous was he, that when 
a favourable opportunity for her altering 
her Condition offer'd, inſtead of parting 
with any thing reaſonable to her, he 
{ought occaſions to quarrel with her, and 
to take away even her good Name, and 
by ſuch vile unheard of Methods as 
theſe to excuſe the performance of what 
lay upon him as a Parent. When it was 
agreed among the Arbitrators and the 
Crew that perpetually attended them, 
(which Agreement was concluded in the 
ſpace of a quarter of an Hour) John 
Halſey comes into another Room (where 
the Father's Dependants were attending 
the Reſult of the Arbitrators) accom- 
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panied with the reſt of their Accom- 
plices, and with an Huzza and Trium- 
phal Inſult over the Sons, acquaints them 
with the Agreement; but being conſci- 
ous to themſelves of the Unreaſonable- 
neſs of this Award, the Sons having be- 
fore prov'd by their Books, that they 
had cleard the Year before 700 l. all 
Coſts and Charges deducted, they mol- 
lifted it as much as pofſiBle with the Pro- 
miſes their Father had made, of what 
he would do for them for the future. 
To this Arbitration, however unreaſon- 
able, the Sons conſented, rather than 
ſuffer Things to come to an open Rup- 
ture; and the juſt and wiſe Arbitrators 
having allow'd them two Months to re- 
move their Goods, they accordingly be- 
gan to perform the Articles; but ſuch 
was the Inveteracy of their Father, that 
tho' the Sons were endeavouring with 
all Speed to comply with the aforeſaid 
Award, having for that purpoſe took 
Lodgings in another place, and were not 
perhaps ſo much concern'd at leaving 
their native Inheritance, as they might 
have been, could they have liv'd with 
any Peace or Contentment therein, yet 
it was reſolv'd by their Enemies they 
ſhould find no Quiet any where; they 
E 2 | 
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A 
therefore provok d the Father to his for- 
mer ill Uſage, which was renew'd in a 
more violent manner than ever; and ſince 
their Perſons were out of his Power, he 
attack d them in a more tender place, 
their Credit and Reputation, as may be 
ſeen by the ſubjoin'd Affidavit of William 
Oade, his Son; which Affidavit is en- 
groſs'd and fign'd by the ſaid William on 
ſtamp'd Paper, * and would have been 
ſworn by him, had he himlelf not pre- 
vented it, by clandeſtinely agreeing with 
his Father, tho' to little purpoſe, as the 
Event will ſpeedily ſhow. ' |

The Father went ſo far as to encou- 
rage Thomas Betts in inſulting his Sons; 
and the Ignorance of the Fellow, which 
is the common Mother of Impudence, 
led him inſolently to deny to Mr. Wil- 
ham Oade the Priviledge of looking into 
the Books, telling him, He had no Buſi- 
neſs there; which ſo far provok'd the ſaid 
William Oage (not thinking he could be 

3 back d 
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back d by his Father in ſo ſaucy an At- 
. tempt) that he ſtruck him; upon which, 
he immediately applies to Juſtice Lade, 
who grants a Warrant to bring him be- 
fore him, and binds him over to the 
Quarter-Seſſions. 


Theſe intolerable Aggravations, which 
were daily and hourly heap'd upon the 
Sons, and the Father 4 from them 
all they had for above Two Months, re- 
fuſing to comply with the Articles of his 
own Arbitrators; nay, when they them- 
ſelves urg'd the Unreaſonableneſs and In- 
juſtice of. theſe Proceedings, taxing him 
alſo with many fair Promiſes he had to 
ſolemnly made them in favour of the 
Sons, before they had drawn up that 
Award fo remarkably to his Advantage, 
he utterly deny'd any Knowledge rela- 
ting the Matter, and abſolutely refus'd to 
come to any Terms of Accommodation. 
Theſe intollerable Aggravations, I ſay, 
reduced the Sons, having now no View 
of bringing Things to any tolerable 
Iſſue, to the Neceſſity of having recourſe 
to other Meaſures: They therefore ar- 
reſted the Father, and went to their 
Houſe, accompany'd with one Daniel 
Pryoy and Thomas Nightingale, where 
they 
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they found their Mother attended only 
by one Servant-Maid lately come; the 
old one, who had lived Eleven Years in 
the Family, having been turned away 
for ſhewing too much regard to his Sons, 
and ſpeaking diſreſpectfully of the Fa- 
ther's continual — and Hangers 
on, by ſaying, She us'd to watt on better 
ſort of Perſons than Coblers and Chimmey- 
Sweepers, &c. The Sons ſeeing their 
Mother, ſaluted her dutifully, and be- 
hav'd themſelves in a moit peaceable and 
quiet manner, having no manner of 
Weapons, or ſo much as a Stick in their 
Hands; but their Mother, pretending a 
great Fright, ran out into the Street in a 
moſt unaccountable tranſport of Paſſion, 
crying out, They are come ! they are come! 
and ſending for Perſons from all Parts 
thereabouts to turn the Sons out of Doors 
again, ſhe in about a Quarter of an Hour 
gather'd an unruly Rabble of above 200 
Perſons, who attack'd the Houſe, throw- 
ing Sticks, Bricks, Dirt, Gc. at the 
Windows, vowing and {wearing to Kill 
all the Sons : Upon which they were ci- 
villy and modeſtly applied to, to deſiſt 
and depart, for that the Sons had no ill 
Deſign, and delir'd to be quiet; but be- 
ing too boiſterous to hear Reaſon, _ 
their

their Number increaſing, and growing 
more and more outragious, the Sons 
were conſtrain d to defend themſelves; 
in order to which Tho. Nightingale with 
Joſeph Oade, ſeiſing two Cutlaſſes which 
lay in the Houſe, ſallied out and drove 
off the Mob, without cutting or hurt- 
ing any, and ſo ſhut up the Great Gates, 
and faſten'd the Doors and Windows, 
and for a while continued pretty quiet; 
but the Mob gathering head at length 
attack'd the Houſe again, and breaking 
open the Gates, threaten'd to fire the 
Houſe, and were ſo likely to put their 
Deſign in Execution, that the Neigh- 
bours, apprehending an imminent Dan- 
ger, began to remove their Goods ; and 
the Sons, to prevent ſo much Miſchief 
and Damage, ſallied out once more to 
endeavour it poſſible to diſperſe them: 
But they, being now more numerous, at- 
tack d them with the utmoſt Fury; and 
Foſeph Oage being knock'd down with 
Bricks, and Thom, Nightingale in great 
Danger, Joſ. Oade recovering, and find- 
ing the Hazard they were all in, fir'd a 
Piſtol charg'd with Ball over the Mob; 
And a certain Neighbour, one Elizabeth 
Green, being over the way, the Bullet 
took her in the Forehead and kill'd her; 

which 
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which the Sons were ſo far from intend- 
ing, that they none of them knew what 
had unfortunately happen'd, till ſome 
Hours afterwards, However the Re- 
port of the Piſtol frighted the Mob, and 
caus'd them to retire for a conſiderable 
time, upon which the Sons concluded 
all was happily over: But about fix 
Hours after came a Juſtice, with two 
File of Muſqueteers, about Thirty Con- 
ſtables, and an arm'd Mob, to the Num- 
ber of 2000, or upwards ; which indeed 
ſome Perſons much wonder'd at, becauſe 
they rather expected to have ſeen the 
oY with two or three Conſtables on- 
y, in order to have read the Proclama- 


tion againſt Rioting, and not an Army 


of tumultuous Rabble ; tho' thoſe Per- 
ſons, that have the Pleaſure of being ac- 
quainted with his Courage, will eaſily 
excuſe him: As a Proof of which, after 
aſſembling his Army, and exhorting them 
in the Name of the Lord to march bold- 
ly on, he drew his Sword in Three Crown 
Court in the Borough, about half a Mile 
diſtant from the Houfe ; march'd them 
to the Golden Lion in Gravel - Lane; 
broke open their Gate, and proceeding 
over the Bowling Green, broke down 
their Pales ; then marching into Mr. 
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Oade's Garden, broke down their Pales 
alſo ; then advanc'd up the Garden, 
broke down the Pales belonging to the 
Pothouſe, preſſing into the Yard with 
loud Huzza's ; then being (as he thought) 
come within reach of Danger, he deſired 
God to be with them, and wiſely skulk'd 
behind three Stacks of Billeting in the 
Stable, thence iſſuing Orders to the Sol- 
diers To kill all the Sons, and he would an- 
ſever it. The Sons finding this Order, 
tho' reſolving to hurt no Body, yet think- 
ing it Prudence to terrify the Aſſaulters, 
if poſſible, all fired ſome pieces they 
procur'd into the Air : This drove them 
all to a precipitate Retreat, the Juſtice 
quitting his Poſt, and advancing at their 
Head to more ſafe Diſtance ; but after 
waiting ſome time, and finding that the 
Sons forbore firing again, they made a 
freſn Attack, the Soldiers ſhooting in at 
the Window and through the Doors, in 
Vollies of Six or Seven, or more at a 
time: This hot Attenipt laſted a conſi- 
derable while ; and the Juſtice's Servant 
firing a Blunderbuſe which tis ſuppos'd 
was either overloaden, or had lain lon 

charg'd, it recoil'd ſo hard, that the Ser- 
vant, who was no skiful Soldier, and 
wanted his Maſter's Courage, tell back- 
Wards; 
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wards ; upon which they immediately 
cry'd out, that the Man was kill'd : This 
caus'd ſome {ſhort Confuſion among em, 
but being ſoon undeceiv'd, they renew'd 
the Aſſault with more Vigour than be- 
fore ; upon which a Parley being de- 
manded, and the Sons inform'd that no 
farther Miſchief was done, Daniel Pryor 
open'd the Door, and the Soldiers ruſh- 
ing in, all the Sons were ſeiz'd except 
Joſeph Oade, who eſcap'd through a 
Window to the Top of the Houle ; but 
being there diſcover'd, was ſeveral times 
fir d at by the Soldiers and others; and 
tho' he call'd to them, and offer'd to ſur- 
render, yet they ſtill continu'd firing, till 
one Man having more Compaſſion than 
the reſt, ſet him a Ladder, and he came 


down and deliver'd himſelf to them, and 


ſo they were that Night committed to the 
Marſhalſea, and all, except Daniel Pryor, 
immediately fetter'd ; and it is Remark- 
able, that thoſe very Perſons, who be- 
fore had fomented the Divifions, came 


now they thought the Sons were ſafe 


hous'd, with ſuch helliſh Advice, as that 


the Sons ſhould, in a Letter to their Fa- 
ther, take all the Blame on themſelves. 
Upon this unhappy Accident, the Coro- 
ner's Inqueſt met, but were put off for 
| F'3 two 
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two Days; and in that time the Chimney- 
Sweeper ſent one Fonts, alias Fitzgerald, 
to inſnare the Sons by offering falſe Wit- 
neſs, which was by them rejected; yet 
the ſaid Chimne)- Sweeper had the Impu- 
dence to forge a Paper, and ſwore before 
the Inqueſt, that the Sons had offer d 
50 l. for fix. falle Witneſſes; which the 
Sons hearing of, arreſted the Meſſenger, 
and caus d him to be confin d about two 
Months: But the Crew thinking they had 
not done Miſchief enough, the Inqueſt was 
again put off till two Days before the 
Aſſizes, whereby the Sons had no oppor- 
tunity of being admitted to Bail, or pro- 
viding for their Defence; ſo that now 
meeting, they brought in Joſeph Oade 
and Thomas Nightingale guilty of Mur- 
der, which had not perhaps been done, 
had ſeveral Servants, who offer'd to give 
Evidence of the Truth, not been threa- 
ten'd to be turn'd out of their Service. 


On the 28th Day of March, at Five a 
Clock in the Morning, the Sons, with 
Thomas Nightingale and Damel Pryor, 
were call d to the Court in order to 
their Trial ; but before they came to the 
Bar, the Jury was begun to be ſworn, 
and one Cole of Kingſion, a Perſon, for 
Wy ja 1 good 
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(37) 
good Reaſons not highly approv'd of by 


the Sons, was plac'd as theirForeman. The 
Trial began about Six a Clock, when 
about 20 Witneſſes, and many others, were 


by their Father brought from London, 


and treated by him at the Dog at King- 


ſton during their ſtay; among whom was 
Browning, the Father's Attorney, who 
went to the Door where the Jury were, 
ſaying, 'T hey would not be bullied out 


the Cauſe. The Trial laſted till about 


half an Hour after Three in the After- 
noon, when the Jury went out, with the 
Juſtice at their Heels, and in a quar- 
ter of an Hour brought in their Verdict 
as follows, Jo 2 Oade and T ho, Nigh- 
tingale guilty of Murder ; Thomas Oade 
and William Oade of Manſlaughter ; Da- 
mel Pryor and Nathaniel Oade junior, ac- 
quitted. A Witneſs, of undoubted Re- 
putation, for the Priſoners depos'd, That 
Mr. Lade had, in her hearing, ſwore by the 
Blood of Jeſus, That if it coſt a I hou- 
ſand Pounds, he would have all the Sons 
hang d. After the Trial ſeveral Perſons, 
by Inſtigation, came to Thomas and Wil- 
ham Oade, telling them what a Scandal 
it was to be burnt in the Hand, and that 
it were better for them to beg Tranſpor- 
tion, which was rejected with the ut- 
moſt 
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moſt diſdain: Upon which, Perſons were 
{ent to the TS where the Sons 
lodg'd, to perſuade them to ſubmit to 
their Father, by ſigning a Paper, which 
made them the original Authors; aſſu- 
ring them, that unleſs they did this, 
neither Mr. Lade or their Father could 
uſe any Intereſt for the Lives-of the two 
condemn'd Perſons, one of which ſprung 
from his own Loins. This Conſidera- 
tion, with the utmoſt Perſuaſion that 
can be imagin'd, prevail'd upon the Sons 
at length to ſign the ſaid Paper, eſpecial- 
ly when they ſaw all Means would be 
made uſe of to extort it from them. Jo- 
ſeph Oade and Thomas Nightingale coming 
to London on Sunday following (after 
a Bill of Indictment was preferr'd againſt 
them all for a Riot, which was a ſuffici- 
ent Proof of the Blood-thirſtineſs of the 
Proſecution) feveral Perſons came to 
them, to perſuade them to the moſt de- 
teſtable Falſhoods; which they rejected, 
although under Sentence of Death. The 
Father therefore, upon earneſt Perſua- 
ſton, interceded for a ee which 
was readily granted; but the Juſtice pro- 
cur'd that it ſhouid be on the Condition 
of Tranſportation. The ſaid Reprieve 
was obtain d by the indefatigable Induſ- 


ry

try and great Intereſt of the Right Ho- 
nourable the Earl of Sutherland; and it 
is to be believed that Noble Lord would 
have proceeded farther, had not various 
falſe Reports been ſpread about. After 
all theſe Difficulties, which the Sons went 
through, the Father gives out, that by 
the Help of the LIVING Go p, if any 
of the Sons offer'd to come Home, he 
would ſend them to Goal, although they 
had Three Warehouſes at the ſame time 
fill'd with Goods; whilſt he, during this 
forcible Abſence of the Sons, receives 
ſeveral Sums of Money of their Cuſto- 
mers, and refuſes to account for it ; 
beſides the Loſs they ſuſtain d in their 
Goods, by the Mob, as well as their 
wearing Apparel, which never could be 
had ſince : Nay, ſo very groundleſly ſuſ- 
picious is he of his Sons, that Nath. Oade 
junior, coming one Day to his Houle, 
while his Brother Joſeph and Thomas 
Nightingals were under Sentence of 
Death, in order to intercede with his ſaid 
Father, in a reſpectſul Manner, to uſe all 
Means to fave the Lives of the aforeſaid 
Perſons; he, in a very unwarrantable 
Manner, abus'd the ſaid Nath. Cade, jun. 
asking him, It he were again come to 
take Poſſeſſion of his Houle, aſſuring ** 
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if he did not go out, he would ſend 
him to Goal by the Help of the LIVING 
God: So far was he from a Remorſe 
of Conſcience for what he had done ! 
as appear'd likewiſe when he came to ſee 
his Son Joſeph in Priſon ; he told him, in 
the Hearing of Thomas Nightingale, That 
if he had not heard of the Woman's 
Death, he was fully reſolv'd to have 
gone to a Secretary of State to have 
begg'd a Regiment of Soldiers to have 
blown up the Houſe, with his Sons in it, 
had not they come out. Another In- 
ſtance of the unwarrantable Proceedings 
of the ſaid Father appears in this ; that 
a little before the firſt Arbitration, he got 
his Son Nath. Oade, jun. whom he took 
to be unwary among his Aſſociates, to 
perſuade him to go to his Attorney to 
ſign a general Releaſe, on Payment of 
ſuch a Sum of Money, though the Fa- 
ther at the ſame time ow'd his ſaid 
Son above Fifty Pounds more, which 
was afterwards recover d by the other 
Sons; and now every where declares, 
that none of his Children, either while 
Living, or after his Deceaſe, ſhall poſſeſs 
any thing that he hath ; adding, that he 
will leave a WII L that ſhall make their 
Hearts ache, The aforeſaid Nath, Oade,

jun. did not prove ſo unwary as the Fa- 
ther thought him; for he behav'd him- 
ſelf ſo cautiouſly, that he was by the 
Father and his Afﬀociates allow'd free 
acceſs to and from his Houle, eſpecially 
on the zoth of December, when the Mob 
was there; and was ſo entruſted by them, 
that the Night following the Father and 
the Chimney-Sweeper ſhew'd him ſeveral 
Piſtols and other Arms, and expos'd 'em 
to his View on a Dreſſer, telling him 
they were charg'd with Ball, ordering 
him to try whether it was true, or no; 
at the ſame time, Nath. Oade ſen. gave 
order to the Soldiers, before his faid 
Son, on the firſt Approach of the reſt of 
his Sons to ſhoot them, adviſing his ſaid 
Son to acquaint his Brothers of it; which 


be accordingly did; and next Day made- 
Affidavit before the Right Honourable- 
the Lord Parker, then Lord Chief Juſ- 


tice, of what was juſt now related; 
which when the Father heard, he abſo- 
lately deny'd it, and that he had never 
ſhown him any Arms, or given ſuch 
Orders, c. but on the whole, Nath. 
Oade, jun. made appear it was one thing 
to by thought unwary, but another to 
be ſo. 
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It will not be amiſs, after a Rela- 
tion of ſo many Years ungenerous Con- 
duct of this Father to his Children, to 
mention a later Inſtance of his unhand- 
ſome Treatment of the Noble Lords 
Southerland, Meath, and many other 
Gentlemen; to the former of which 
Lords, the Sons have the utmoſt Reaſon 
toreturn the moſt unfeigned Thanks that 
can be imagin'd, for his indefatigable In- 
duſtry, in endeayouring to procure a Re- 
conciliation, that ſhould be both laſting 
and beneficial to the Parties concern'd. 
All thole who are well acquainted with 
that Lord's Character will accuſe us of 
Folly, in attempting to mention it pub- 
lickly ; we therefore ſtudiouſly avoid 
ſaying more on that Head, his Lordſhip's 
eſtabliſh'd Reputation with all good Bri- 
tons, and honeſt Men, admitting of no 
additional Luſtre from any thing that 
can drop from our Pen. This Noble 
Peer undertook to reconcile the unhappy 
divided Family; to effect which, he con- 
deſcended to honour Mr. Oag?'s ſen. 
Houſe and Table with his Preſence, ac. 
company'd by two or more Noblemen 
and Gentlemen, and immediately ſent 
for that Part of them which was want- 


ing; 
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ing; when come, his Lordſhip with his 
own Hand drew up a Paper, in which 
he ſignified his Deſire to * all paſt 
Offences buried in Oblivion; that Mr. 
Oade ſhould for the future behave him- 
ſelf as an affectionate Parent; which he 
promiſing, my Lord and the reſt of the 
lluſtrious Mediators ſign'd, as Witneſſes, 
the Paper: But ſuch is the inſufferable 
Inclination this Man has to be Vexatious, 
even without Occaſion, that he flew off 
from this his Promiſe, tho' nothing ma- 
terial ever occurr'd to incite him to it ; 
and by this means has baſely and un- 
worthily abus'd the Goodneſs of a No- 
bleman, that had the moſt Honourable 
Deſigns of Good to him and his Fami- 
ly : Nay, ſo far did his own Folly, and 
he inveterate Rancour of his abandon'd 
Crew carry him, that he this laſt Aſſizes 
again proſecuted all his Sons for a Riot, 
at the ſame time the Woman was kill'd, 
though he promis'd the above-mention'd 
Lord the contrary but a Night or two 
before: He certainly muſt not be compos 
mentis to think to trifle with Great and 
Honourable Perſons, as he may do with 
Chimney-Sweepers ; though 'tis hop'd my 
Lord will not impute that as a Crime, 
which is really an Effect of the poor

Man's Ignorance. The laſt Trial came 
on about Eight in the Morning at King- 
ſton on Thames, on Friday the Eighth of 
Auguſt 1718, before Mr. Juſtice Pois; 
the Eldeſt Son T. Oade, and his younger 
Brother Nath. Oade pleaded, Not guilty, 
and were fined 5ol. and a Year's Impri- 
ſonment; which was, by the Wiſdom 
and Indulgence of the Judge, reduc'd to 
Five Marks, and to give Security for 
their good Behaviour before Mr. Lade, a 
Juſtice of the Peace. Will, Oade, John 
Oade and Daniel Pryor pleaded, Guilty, 
and were thereupon fined Five Shillings, 
and immediately diſcharg'd ; whether 
the Father were not as guily of clandeſ- 
tine Practices at this Jun&ure, as he had 
been on former Occaſions, I will not here 
take upon me to determine. There is a 
Bar of Juſtice where no influencing Arts 
or deluding Pretences prevail, but where 
the ſecret Springs of all Actions ſhall be 
impartially laid open before that Omniſ- 
cient Being, who cannot be mock d, tri- 
fled, or diſſembled witn. 


The ſecond Son Will. Oade, during this 
{ad Cataſtrophe, and while his Brother 
Tho. Oade was in the Country, enter'd 
into ſome ſecret Meaſures with his Fa- 
| ther 
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ther and his Aſſociates, which were en- 
tirely deſtructive of that Harmony, which 
had been a long time ſucceſsfully culti- 
vated among the Brothers. Upon this, 
the Goods, which, by their being brought 
in guilty laſt Lent-Aſſizes for Manſlaugh- 
ter were forfeited, were bought again, 
and Will. Oade put into the Houſe by the 
Advice of his Father, and in the Poſſeſ- 
ſion of the Goods too, which were his El- 
der Brother T homas's more peculiarly, 
becauſe bought in his Name, all Ac- 
4 being made, and Receipts given 
in his Name, tho' the, Brothers William 
and Joſeph have indeed their Shares. As 
this is, to ſay no worſe, a very irregu- 
Jar Proceeding, we leave the Reader to 


judge of his Conduct, and whether he 


be the moſt honeſt Man alive ? It is re- 
markable, that Villiam Oade did not on- 
ly take Poſſeſſion of his Brother's Goods, 
in which he undoubtedly had ſome Pro- 


priety, but eyen of his own private Ef- 


fects, and that in a very clandeſtine man- 
ner, by opening his Eſcritore, of which 
he happen'd to haye the Key, taking 
Money and Linnen, Oc. which he has 
never return'd nor accqunted for, though 
often ſollicited to do it, excuſing himſelf 
by Pretences of being under Reſtrictions 
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to his Father, which will not admit of 
his ſeeing or — with his elder 
Brother, though at the ſame time he can 
quietly break through the common Ties 
of Honeſty, by defrauding him of his juft 
Due. The Father ſtill continues to treat 
inhumanly his eldeſt Son Thomas, threat- 
ning to have him turn'd to the Common 
Side of the Goal, among Whores, Thieves 
and Vagabonds ; and has been fo Chriſ- 
tian-like, as not to ſend him either Mo- 
ney or any manner of Suſtenance, altho' 
he knows he has maintain'd himſelf very 
near a Year ſince his being ſo barbarouſſy 
diſpoſſeſsd; and all the Reaſon he gives, 
for not doing any thing for him, is a Pre- 
tence of his not ſubmittingto him ; which 
he has often done, and did before m 

Lord Sutherland lately; fo that any dit- 
cerning Perſon may ſee it is only a Trick 
to amuſe the World with, and to excuſe 
the Nonperformance of Parental Duty. 
His particular Regard for him is very ap- 
parent, from way Step he has taken 
in any Concern of his: The following is 
a very obſervable Inſtance; Gally-Tiles 
for Chimneys, being a very beneficial 
Part of the Trade, and not- one Man in 


the Kingdom to be got, that could make 
them to any purpoſe, his Son Thomas 


pro- 
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propos'd to go to Holland, and thence to 
bring a Perſon well skill'd in that Art; 
for he uſually going into the Eaſt Part of 


the Kingdom, among his Cuſtomers, . 


once a Year, thought he could conveni- 
ently take a Trip from Harwich to Delſt; 
which good Intention of his Son, for 
promoting the Trade, met with no Ap- 
probation from him; nay, he ſo ill re- 
quited him for this fair Specimen of his 
Induſtry, that in his abſence, he reported 
he was gone off to Holland with his Mo- 
ney, tho' he had made him three Remit- 
tances, greateſt part of his own Money ; 
which the Son at his arrival hearing of, 
in order to free himſelf of the groſs Ca- 
lumny, he prov'd by Witneſſes that his 
Father knew of his going, and was glad 
of the Man's being brought over, which 
appear'd by his Readineſs to Article him, 


and by lending him a conſiderable Sum 
to ſtay with him Six Years. 


But it is not his own Family only 
that has undergone his groundleſs Abu- 
les and Aſperſions, for Mr. Biſhop, at the 
Crolden Lion in Gravel-Lane, has for 
ſome time been the Mark of his Hatred 
and Revenge, upon a Grudge of long 
ſtanding. Thomas Bott, who was ſpoken 


of 


| \ 
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of in the Beginning of the Treatiſe, u- 
ſually going with Mr. Oade, and the reſt 
of the Aſſociates, Males and Females, 
(as is to be ſuppos'd ſome fuch were 
where Mr. Bott was) to this Houle, they 
found but ſlight Reception from the Ma- 
ſter and Miſtreſs, they not being willing 
to entertain profligate Wretches, though 
under the Sanction of Mr. Oade's Com- 
panions ; but to encreaſe. the Hatred, 
when the Sons were entirely diſpoſleſs'd, 
theſe good People entertain'd them ; 
which this ufinatural Father much re- 
ſented, and has ſince ſtrove to blaſt theit 
Reputations, which is better eſtabliſh'd 
than the tortering Characters of his De- 
pendants. 


And now it is to be queſtion'd, whe- 
ther there ever was a Treatife yet ex- 
tant, that contain'd ſo many Barbarities 
acted by a Father, every one of which 
can be made apparent to all the World, 
that even the moſt ſcrupulous and ob- 
ſtinate Perſon cannot be able to contra- 
dict them, unleſs it be the Father and 
his Adherents, who have Front enough 
to deny that there is ſuch a Body as the 
Sun, tho' they behold it in its Meridian

POSTSCRIPT. 


fuller Account of the Characters 
of thoſe Perſons, who were chiefly con- 
cern'd with Nath. Oade ſen. in his de- 
teſtable Practices, will not be amiſs, but 
very neceſſary, ſince in the Treatiſe they 
have been only epitomiz'd, and the Rea- 
der may thereby judge the more exact- 
ly of the ſaid Nath. Oade's Conduct 
throughout this whole Aﬀair. His chief 
Council and Adviſers are Benj. Jenkins, 
Matthias Jones, Benj. Oake, John Brown- 
ing, Edward Poe and Rebecca Halley, 
whom we ſhall treat of in their Order: 


Benjamin Jenkins of Queenhithe, Chim- 
ney-Sweeper, is a Man of a very {lender 
Character, and Reputation as black as 
his Habit. He hath for ſome time paſt 
been a very great Aſſociate of Nath.

O give the Reader in this Place a

Oade ſen. and the chief Inſtrument in 
adviſing him to thoſe Meaſures he has 
ſince put in execution; tho', as far as can 
q | be learn'd of him, he has not Senſe ſuffi- 
cient to adviſe any one, and it were to 
be wiſh'd he would concern himſelf more 
about clearing his own Reputation than 
ſtaining other People's; but Men of his 
Senſe, his Education, and his Profeſſion, 
don't always act the moſt prudently, or 
moſt honeſtly ; and I believe it is beyond 
diſpute, that all the Art of Man can't 
make a Sill Purſe of a Sow's Ear. As 
to the Integrity of this Gentleman, it is 
very apparent in this Inſtance, that he 
went up and down the Town, particu- 
larly to the Mint, to hire and engage 
Perſons to be Evidences againſt the Sons; 
and ſucceeded ſo well in his Negotiation, 
that he pick d up a Woman there as pro- 
per for his Purpoſe as could be, who was 
to ſwear to the Perſon that ſhot El:z. 
Green; and being perfectly well acquain- 
ted with him, pitch'd upon a contrary 
Perſon. This is a Proof beyond Contra- 
diction, that he is a Man of a good Cha- 
racter, that he ſo eaſily found out ſuch 
a reputable Evidence as this, who was 
ſo well acquainted with the guilty Per- 
Jon. Another Inſtance of his Juſtice, as 
POE well 
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(51) 
well as his Integrity, is, that he frequent- 
ly advisd Mr. Oade ſen. to adopt other 
Children, and to diſinherit his own : But 


it will be prudence to leave him where 
we found him, amongſt the Sor. 


The next is Matthias Jones, a preten- 
ded Quaker of Fen-Church-Street, Tin- 
man, of no better Reputation than the 
former, but had as good, if not a better 
Intereſt in the aforeſaid Nath. Oade ſen. 
becauſe he was his chief Companion in 
Publick-houſes; and if the ſaid Mr. Oade 
was at any time very much diſguis'd in 
Liquor, it was reaſonably to be ſuppos'd 
that the ſaid Tinman had been with him. 
This Perſon, during the Time of the 
Mob, came to the Father, who deſir'd 
the above-mention'd Jenkins to ſhow 
him what he had got; whereupon the 
Chimney-Srveeper took him up into a 
Room where he lodg'd, during his ſtay 
with the Father, and ſhow'd him the 
Arms they had, of which there was a 
conſiderable Quantity. The ſaid Jones 
took immediately Two Piſtols, wiich he 
put into his Pocket, and told Mr. Poe 
(who ſtopp'd him at the Gate, hearing 
what he was, about) he was a going with 
another Perſon, and a Maſtiff-Dog to the 
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Golden Lion, to the Sons, and would 
drink a Giaſs there. What his Intention 
was, no one will diſpute that is ac- 
quainted with his Character. It had 
been better he had ſettl'd the Account 
between the Father and himſelf, wi ich 


was of no longer ſtanding than Seven 


Years; but he perhaps thought, if he had 
diſpatch'd one of the Sons, the Father 
would have forgiven him the Debt; ſo 
we won't queſtion his Honeſty, ſince it 


may be he deſign'd to pay it that way. 


Benjamin Oake, a broken Apothecary 
near the Strand, is one of the Gang, 
whoſe Character we will not trouble the 
World with, after having ſaid, he is a 
Bankrupt. He was  concern'd in the 
firſt Arbitration, but on the Father's Ac- 
count, and chief Adviſer in that Affair, 
which prov'd ſo Detrimental to the Sons. 
He certainly was a proper Perſon to a& 
in the Affairs of another, who could 
manage his own no other way than by 
ſcreening himſelf from common Juſtice

by a Protection. 


John Browning, a broken Attorney of 
the Fleet, (his uſual Habitation) is one 


of the ſame Number: It would be ſu- 
perfluous

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perfluous to touch upon his Character, 
ſince we have already inform'd the World 
in the Treatiſe, that he was Two Years 
inNEWGATE, which, Ithink, can hard- 
ly be for doing too much good. He- was 
always a conſtant hanger on of the Fa-, 
ther's, as much as his being in the Fleet 
would allow of: Nay, ſo very fond 
was he of his Company, or his Money 
(which of the Two the Reader may 
judge) that if he did not come to him, 
he would ſend for him to their uſual 
Place of Rendeſvous, at the Crown-Ta- 


vern on Ludgate-Flll, 


Edward Poe, the beſt of the Clan, as 
to his Character, did formerly uſe to 
ſpeak to the Father about uſing his Sons 
after the Manner he did, and ſays, That 
he had a long time known of his Deſign 
of Ruining his Children, and pleaded 
againſt the Practices intended; and ſaid, 
That he told the Father that he would 
ſink that Part of. the Trade, if he turn'd 
off his Sons. To which the Father re- 
ply'd, No, Neighbour, when they are gone, 
I can follow that my ſelf. He likewiſe 
told the Father, That he had a great 
deal to anſwer for concerning the Lega- 
cies that were left them, which has been 
N men- 
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mention'd in the Treatiſe; and that he 
would go down with Blackneſs to his 
Grave, and depart like the Snuff of a: 
Candle; that if he went on in ſuch a 
manner, he would expoſe him to all the 
World, and make him aſham'd of him- 
Telf; that his Promiſes of doing his Sons 
Service, were all vain, for when it came 
to the Touch, he flew off, and he would 
believe him no more, if he were to {wear 
till he was black in the Face. Again, he 
told the Sons, he was well aſſur'd the. 
Father would not be quiet till he had had 
a puſh at them ; and that the Father had 
ſignified as much; and his anſwer to him 
was, That if he did ſo, he would be 
the Ruin of his Sons in general. To 
which he reply'd, He did not care for 
that, for when all their Subſtance was gone, 
and they reduc'd, he would take them in as 
Servants. But what is abominable, ſince 
the Rupture, the worthy Mr. Poe, upon 

rivate Views, and a clandeſtine Agree- 
ment with the Father, has flown off from 
his Word as well as he, and enter'd into 
all his Meaſures ; tho' thoſe that know 
him intimately are not ſtartled at it; for 
he is with Ouakers a Quaker, with Bap- 
tiſts a Baptiſt, and ſo on to the end of the 
Chapter. Nay, ſo far was he from keep-

ing his Word, by expoſing the Father, 
that he was the Conſtable that came to 
the Houſe on the 3oth of December, when 


the Mob was there to act againſt the Sons, 


and he and Fenkins the Chimney - Sweeper 
took up a Soldier, that lodg'd at the Gol- 
den Lion, where the Sons lodg'd a little be- 
fore Lent- 4ſſizes, threatning ro ſend him 
to Goal if he would not {wear againſt 
them; and if he would, he ſhould have 
very great Encouragement : But we leave 
him as regardleſs of him as he has been 
of his Word. 


Rebecca Halſey is, and has been all a- 
long a chief Counſellor of Nath. Oade 


ſen. in thoſe deteſtable Meaſures he has 


purſu'd; and tho' a Parent her ſelf, is 
not prudent enough in adviſing others, 
with reſpe& to their Children. It will 
not be Prudence to meddle too much 
with her Character, no Credit accruing 
from any Affront given the Sex. She 
has had the Honour of being rank'd a- 
mong the faſhionable Traders, having 
been declar'd a Bankrupt; and, indeed, 
if it be true as ſome affirm, that {he 
conceal'd great Quantities of Goods at 
Mr. Oade's Houſe, and yet {wore the had 
deliverd all up to her Creditors, we 
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ſhall conteht our ſelves with ſaying this, 


that ſhe, by the baſeſt Method, barter'd 
her Honour for her Intereſt, 


And now I appeal to all Perſons of all 
Denominations whatſoever, whether any 
thing can be ſaid in Defence of theſe, 
not only unparental, but even inhuman 
and unnatural Proceedings ? Could it e- 
ver Enter into the Imagination of Man, 
whole Invention was ever ſo prolifick of 
Novelty, that a FATHER, a Pretender 
to Religion, Sobriety and common Mo- 
rality, could be ſo amazingly barbarous 
to Four Sons, young Men, of great Re- 
putation in the World, and hopeful on 
every Account, who had- raiſed them- 
ſelves by their own indefatigable Induſ- 
try, without having receivd any thing 
from him to begin the World with. 
That Succeſs and Induſtry ſhould be the 
Cauſe of a Parent's Hatred and Envy to 
his Children, will be a ſurprizing Story 
to thole that come after us; and that he 
ſhould for theſe Reaſons only, enter into 
Meaſures ſo unwarrantable, ſo pernicious, 
and ſo deſtructive, will cauſe the Hearts 
of thoſe, that have but the leaſt ſpark of 
Natural Aﬀection lefr, to beat within 
them; and ſure it muſt be Malice be-

yond the common Pitch, that can carry 
à Man ſo far, as reſolutely to engage in 
his own Deſtruction too, rather than not, 
accompliſh that of his Children: But 
where only the Shadow of Religion is, 
there are the blackeſt Crimes perpetra- 
ted under the Cover of it. Had thoſe 
vile Actions, which our Treatiſe ſo fully 
mentions, been committed by a Man 
that diſown'd, and publickly too, a Su- 
premé Being, or that had fairly con- 
eſs d he eſteem'd Religion to be no 
more than the Prieſts Invention; it 
would have been no more than was 
expected; but that a Pretender to 
Goodneſs, and Natural Affection for his 
Poſterity, ſnould act thus Language 
is too faint to expreſs the Villany : If 
any ſhould be fo ſevere as to condemn 
the Sons Behaviour, after ſuch repeated 
Provocations, let them ſeriouſly conſi- 
der thoſe remarkable Words of Holy 
Writ in this Caſe, that Oppreſſion makes 
a wiſe Man mad; and then let them 
reflect what may be expected from 
young Men, in the Spring of Lite, and 
in expectation of reaping the plentiful 
Harveſt of all their honeſt Endeavours, 
and in an Inſtant, and by the Procure- 
ment of a Parent, to be thrown down 
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from the Top of their Hopes; all they 
were poſſe(s'd of violently taken from 
them, plunder'd as ſeverely as if fallen 
into the Hands of a provok'd and in- 
veterate Enemy ; turn'd out like Vaga- 
bonds, and deſtitute of all Neceſlaries ; 
whilſt the Fruits of all their Induſtry 
and Care were given up a Prey to 
Perſons, whoſe Characters are below 
Newgate and the Stews, and they for- 
ced to hold their Hands at a publick 
Bar of Juſtice, and undeſervedly treated 
by their Parents, as Perſons of the moſt 
infamous and abandon'd Characters; 
and even have periſh'd miſerably be- 
fore their Trial, had they not had ſome 
Effects, which happily were conceal'd 
from the Fury of the Father and his 
Adherents, he allowing them no more 
than five pieces of Salary and five 
Eggs during five Weeks Impriſonment ; 
but they were Turky-Eggs, to his Ho- 
nour be it ſpoken. And now all we 
beg is, that the Reader would be 
pleas d to make himſelf perfectly Maſ- 
ter of the Story before he gives his 
Judgment, leſt by an over haſty Opi- 
nion, he may be ſo far entangl'd, as to 
detract from the Luſtre of Truth, and ſo 
neceſſarily merit the Opinion of a wilful- 
ly prejudic'd Perſon, And 
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And to conculde, we think fit to 
let the World know, that we have 
Honour enough to thank, in the moſt 
ſincere manner, the impartial Part of 
it, for their unprejudic'd Opinion of 
this Matter ; and Reſolution enough to 
oppoſe on all Occaſions, let the Event 
be what it will,- the ſaucy Murmurings 
of a factious and diſappointed Crew.
